Summary of Characteristics of the registered Variety 

This variety originated from crossing ' Novaris Rose Pink 
with eye' and a wild type of Verbena plant, of which 
foundation stock name was uncertain, and the flower thereof 
is bright reddish purple and this variety is suitable for 
flower potting and bedding. Its growth habit is erect, the 
spreading of the plant is large and the plant height is high. 
The stem diameter is medium, the anthocyanin pigmentation is 
absent, the pubescence is normal, prickles and the creeping 
of the substerranean stem are absent, and the internode 
length is medium. The phyllotaxis is opposite, the leaf 
shape corresponds to Type III, the lobation of the leaf is 
absent, the leaf margin is crenate, the leaf length medium, 
the leaf width is wide, the leaf color is deep green, the 
pubescence is sparse, the petiole length is short and the 
diameter is medium. The shape of the cluster corresponds to 
Type II, the length and width thereof are medium, the flower 
opens upwardly, the outward curvature of the petal is curved, 



the diameter of the flower is large, the length of the 
corolla tube is medium and the flower has a bright reddish 
purple (J.H.S. 9506) color, without variegation and 
graduation and has a small eye on the center of the petal, 
the petals do not overlap, the incision of the petal is 
present, the number of petals is medium, the incision of 
calyx is present, the calyx length is long, the anthocyanin 
pigmentation of the apex is present, the shape of the pistil 
is two-lobed, the number of stamens is medium, the color of 
the anther apex is yellow green, the length of peduncle is 
short and the diameter thereof is thin, the number of flowers 
are many, and the flower has no fragrance. This variety is 
distinguishable from 'Novaris Rose Pink with eye 1 in that the 
outward curvature of the petal is curved and the flower color 
is bright reddish purple. 

Summary of the breeding history of the registered variety 

This variety was selected from seedlings obtained from 
crossing 'Novaris Rose Pink with eye' and a wild type of 
Verbena plant, of which foundation stock name was uncertain, 
and bred in a greenhouse of the applicant at Shimamoto-cho, 
Mishima-gun, Yamanashi-ken in 1992. Afterward the 
examination of the characteristics was continued while 
propagating and the breeding was completed in 1994 by 
confirming that the characteristics were stable. 
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
